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RECYCLED PRODUCTS PURCHASING 


All three elements symbolized by the three arrow recycling logo (collection, 
processing, and re-use) are critical to an effective recycling program. This edition 
of the Garbage Gazette is dedicated to purchasing products made of materials 
recovered from the waste stream to build markets and to close the recycling loop. 






The Connecticut Department of Administrative Services has made significant 
headway implementing its charge to increase procurement of goods with recycled 
content. For quite some time, towel and tissue products have been readily 
available with recycled content and the state has been purchasing towel and tissue 

roducts made from 100% post-consumer material. Recent DAS contract awards 

ave also been made for additional products with recycled content and many of 
these contracts are open to municipalities and other political subdivisions of the 
state. 


Plastic Curbside Collection Containers 


A recently awarded contract to four different vendors provides political 
subdivisions of the State with the opportunity to purchase 12, 15, or 18 gallon 
curbside recycling containers with or without lids. These containers are made from 
15% or more post-consumer material. Copies of the contract award to the lowest 
qualified bidders are available from the DEP Recycling Office at 566-8722. 


Corrugated Desk-Top Paper Recycling Trays 


A contract was awarded to Jackson Corrugated Container Corporation of 
Middletown to supply die-cut corrugated boxes for use in office paper x ging 
programs. These containers contain at least 15% post-consumer material and are 
available to state agencies and political subdivisions of the state at the bid prices 
which range from 99 cents each for quantities of 25 or less to 39 cents each for

Xerographic Paper 


The state contract for high quality recycled paper for offset printing and 
duplicating purposes is now open to political subdivisions of the state. The new 
contract provides municipalities with the opportunity to purchase Hammermill 
paper with 50% recycled content for $2.90 per ream. This price represents a 
significantly lower cost than the previous state contract for recycled paper. 
Minimum order size is 5 cases or 50 reams.
